Committee On the Philippines Made 
It* Report Today and Discussion 
Will Be Hot and Heavy. 


This Bill \N ill Now Have the Call 
I itll It Is Finally Dis­ 
posed Of. 


W ashington, 
Jan. 20.—The Philip­ 
pine question was precipitated in the 
senate today by the report of the com ­ 
mittee on th e Philppines which has 
had the house Philippine tariff bill un­ 
der consideration. 
The bill with its 
com m ittee am endm ents was sent to 
the printer, and Senator Lodge, chair­ 
man of th e com m ittee, gave notice 
of his intention to call it up tom orrow 
and a ;k tor its continue I consideration 
until finally disposed of. 
T here is a general acquiescence of 
Republican sen ators in this program. 
T here are other im portant m easures 
to be pres 
d at the proper tim e by 
administiation senators, but th e pres­ 
ent agreem nt is to pass the Philippine 
bill first, as being of the most im m e­ 
diate im portance. 
A large discussion of the bill is ex­ 
pected by th e Republicans and prom ­ 
ised by the Democrats. 
The Demo­ 
cratic leaders cay they do not expect 
to be able to defeat the bill and dis­ 
claim all intention to delay a vote 
unnecessarily, but they say frankly 
th at they consider th at It affords an 
opportunity for 
the presentation of 
their view of 
the entire Philippine 
question w hich they cannot afford to 
let pass. 
Senator lxidge will open the 
discussion with a brief speech tom or­ 
row. in which he will discuss the m er­ 
its of the bill and also the necessity 
for early action. 
He will be followed 
by som e m em ber of the Democratic 
representation on the com m ittee who 
will outline th e Democratic position. 
He in turn will be followed by other 
Democratic senators. 
Many of the 
senators on the D emocratic side are 
expected to be heard before final ac­ 
tion shall be secured. Indeed, the pre­ 
diction is freely made tn at a vote will 
not be obtained within a month. 
Sen­ 
ator Lodge’s plan is to hold the m eas­ 
ure to the front to th e exclusion of all 
other business when the bill is once 
made the unfinished business.

The F abric Oat of W hich Thla F e a th ­ 
ery Whitened!) la Unlit. 
Commonly hoarfrost is described cs 
being frozen moisture, but this is l ot 
an adequate description of nu agent 
that has the power of adorning in a 
few hours such prosaic objects as gate­ 
posts and dustbins with all the trap­ 
pings of fairyland. 
Moisture is Indeed 
the fabric out of which all this featli 
cry whiteness is built up; but, although 
it seems sometimes as if it is disturbed 
in a very capricious manner, there are 
nevertheless certain definite circum­ 
stances which cause the hoarfrost to 
settle down on some surfaces rather 
than others. 
On any cold and frosty 
morning it will usually be found that 
those surfaces that are the best radi­ 
ators of heat are also those that are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
It is not always realized, how­ 
ever, that all objects are continually 
radiating heat, s > that, no m atter how 
much they may receive from the sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur 
tog the day, but as soon as night conies 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
will soon become covered in hoarfrost. 
Every one has observed how the mois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold water brought 
suddenly into a warm room. 
A sim­ 
ilar process takes place In the open 
air, so that as the eurrcuts of moist air 
travel across surfaces that are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops of va­ 
por, which in warm weather take the 
form of dew and iii cold of hoarfrost. 
Moisture therefore plays a very impor­ 
tant part in the development of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there must not 
be too much of it. 
Some of the most 
delicate designs occur during the prev­ 
alence of mist aud haze, and in towns 
especially it is no uncommon thing for 
o choking brumous fog to be in some 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost.— 
Knowledge.
